Iyenaga, profes-
Eor of history at the University of
Chicago, told prominent Americant
and Japanese at a dioner given at the
Hotel Plaza by Major George Haven
Putham, Charles A. Coffin, Lindsay
Fussell, and Bmerson MeMilljn,

First Great Court Event in Tokio
Since End of Mourning for
Empress Haruko.

Tokio.—A brilliant  court wardding
lonk place here today, when Princess
Yasu, the youngest _sister of the
emperor,  was united in' marrluge to
Pricee Nurohiko Higashi-Kuni, who is
attached to the second army tlivigion of
the empire.

This was the {lnﬂ groeat eourt event
sinee the close of the mourning pe-iod
for the Empress Haroko, 1t was not-
able also as inangsiraling a senson of
court and national gavety which will
find jts_clHmax in the great necession
coremonies at Kyola' in November,

Attived in a:magnificen®kimona nnd
courichakama of double-folded crimson
sitk, and carrying a fan of the sacred
binoki wood, the princess was driven
from the Kasumigascki ' detached
palace to the imnerial palace, where
she was joined by Prince Naruhike.
There, hefore the ancestral shrine the
wedding coremony was perforimed by
a court ritualist.

All the imperial princes mn[ prlm:-
os8es were present, and the American
Charge d'Aflal=es, Grorge Post Wheel-
er, and Mrs. Wheeler were among the
guesls.  Subsequently the brilde and
bridegroom were escorted before the
cimperor and empress for felicitations.

Savagery In Serbia

I‘?I'I-ﬂlhih historian, told of war condi-
tlony In Serbin at o meeting arranged
for the purpose of hearing him at the

In the nammes of Nicholas Murray But-
ler, Breck Trowbridge, Walter E.

"In August there was an Austro-
Hungarian proclamation to the sol-
diers,"” sidid Mr. Trevelyan in  the
course of his  address, “saying the
Serba wore a race of murderers, and
greal severity was to be shown them.
We do not know Jjust what measures
of severity were recommmended, but
we know the resuits. The Magyars
mate an invasjon and killed 3,000
or 4,000 Serbian civilians. Some of
them they burned allve, others had:
their ayves gouged out, thelr ears clip-
ped off, or suffered similar injury.
The Austrians werc driven outl in two
days nnd left things as they were, so
that the evidence s compflete aml
conld not he more convinelng."

Mr. Trevelyan referred to  warious
officers reports of atroeltics that had
heen made and then rcad some which
he had investigated himself.  His
data [neluded the names of familles
the members of which had been lock-
ed In their homes and burned alive,
one of the victims being a three-day-
old infant. He said he had other mat-
ters listed on the same sheet of paper
which he would not care to read to an
audience, i

“The present epldemic of typhus in
Serbia,” sald ‘Mr. Trevelyan in the
course of his speech, “is directly duo
Lo the Ausirian atrocities. During
the first Austrian invasion Into Ser-
bin in August the natives ol Serbla
stayed on thelr farms because lhey
thought the Austrlans, were a civl
ad people.

“All of liiem gave ihe same reason
for having fled. They said they did
not want to be tortured and killed by
the Austrlang as. their , countrymen
had been  duribg the first invasion.
S0 you see they would not have left
il the Austrians had acted like peo-
ple in the nineteenth eentury when
they went to war. In the nineteenth
century they did not commit atrocl-
ties on helpless clvillans, but.in this
twentieth century we have unﬂhced
to the point where we do. L

“As a result of the precipitate 1l3ht
of all these people frem the
ed territory down into South Serbia,
we have 580,000 refugees planted on
that territory. Therofore ev ing
I8 overcrowded and most distressing
conditions prevail. In every louse
there are three or four times as many
persons as it ought to hold. ' Theas
people are .crowded in with a lack
of proper sanitary. conditions. They
have no fresh articles of ll'lﬂl"i to
replace what is con ted. Under
such couditions typhus, once started,
runs riot. Especially is this 's0 be-
cause when the war broke out thera
were only 400 doctors in Serbis, nnd
they were all taken {nto the
of the army. One hundred uf
have already. died of typhus. )
